Dear  Dr.  Potok: 

I  am  very  glad  to  read  that  you  took  over  the  editorial 
management  of  the  JPS.  Maybe  you  will  be  not  less  glad  about 
what  I  can  offer  you. 

It  is  a  book  manuscript  to  which  I  dedicated  years  of  my 
life  and  unbelievable  efforts,  about  Jewish  art  and  artists  of 
our  century,  before  and  after  the  Disaster.  The  text  is  an  essay 
on  the  specific  character  of  modern  Jewish  painting  and  sculpture 
from  aesthetical,  psychological  and  sociological  viewpoints, 
its  analysis  being  supported  by  comparative  historical  material 
and  completed  by  biographical-bibliographical  additions  of  great 
documentary  value.  Unique  is  my  rich  collection  of  photographs 
for  illustration.  Many  of  them  are  the  only  remnants  of  the 
original  works  that  shared  the  martyrdom  of  their  creators. 
So  please  let  me  kindly  know  if  you  are  interested  in  an 
adequate  publication. 

There  is,  however,  a  linguistic  difficulty,  for  I  wrote 
this  book  in  Hebrew.  As  you  well  understand,  I  couldn't  translate 
it  just  for  submitting.  I  could  not  do  that  at  all,  but  would  have 
to  co-operate  with  a  professional  translator.  In  case  you  don't 
know  Hebrew  perfectly,  you  have  certainly  a  co-worker  or  friend 
who  does.  In  Philadelphie  there  is  a  scholar  who,  though  not  exper- 
ienced in  art,  is  in  Hebrew  highly  competent,  Prof.  Goitein, 
but  maybe  you  have  somebody  who  would  possess  competence  both 
linguistically  and  in  art  or  art  history.  So  you  could  indirectly 
get  informed  reliably  enough  to  decide  wether  you  want  to  publish 
this  bofek  or  not.
